Nimeiry went on the 
air nuirsday to announce he is again leading the 
country, Egypt's Middle East news agency reported. 


Sydney Sailor Survives 
18-Day Pacific Drift 

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (CPI) — A sailer who 
drifted 230 miles in a huge orange rubber raft 
after disappearing from an Australian navy vessel, 
has been rescued after 18 days in the Pacific. 

The UJS. Coast Guard announced Thursday 
that Seaman John Thomas Clough, 18, was picked 
up by a Dutch merchant ship about 350 miles 
south-southwest of San Diego. 

Clough and the raft disappeared July 3 from 
the Australian naval ship HMAS Sydney, which 
visited Victoria this week, when it was about 800 
miles off the California coast.

Fines No Pollution Cure 
Help Instead—Williston 


VANCOUVER <CP< 

Fines tor pollution are no 
solution to problems facing 
the environment, says Lands 
and Forests Minister Ray 
Williston. 

He outlined his policy to a 
service club Thursday as one 
of help for an offending plant 
attempting to right a problem 
and a shutdown for another 
which does not co-operatc 

’*lf someone decides he's 
not going to co-operate, his 
life is very short.” said 
Williston. explaining that 
practically all resources are 
controlled by the province on 
a lease basis 

He termed fines a weak and 


easy approach, which answers 
no questions. The minister 
said he raised "particular 
hell” over the $5,000 fine 
given Columbia Cellulose 
when its "effluent line dis¬ 
integrated.” 

Plant management were 
working on the problem, he 
said, but the fine speeded up 
nothing. 

“They (Columbia Cellulose i 
came to me and said for 
God's sake shut up.” he said, 
adding that the company felt 
the $5,000 fine, under the 
Federal Fisheries Act. got 
people off their back. 

That’s no easy approach 
and never will be.” 


Williston told of a nunc in 
the Lust Kootenay* which 
could ha\e been fined in May. 
but instead the operation was 
halted for about a week until- 
an effluent line was repaired. 

Asked later If secrecy was 
involved. Williston said the 
regional pollution control offi¬ 
cer went to the mine man¬ 
agement and advised them of 
government regulations.

• Require all physicians 
"whenever reasonably pos¬ 
sible” to send patients to 
testing facilities in hospitals 
instead o f privately-owned 
laboratories. 

The order-in-council also 
gives the commission power 
to renew, cancel or suspend 
laboratory licences that would 
go into effect Oct. 1. 

Any unlicensed laboratory 
would not be able to charge 
medicare plans for its ser¬ 
vices.

Arthritis Types Vary 


pj O. C. THO8TE8ON, MD 
«Dear Dr. Thosteaoa: Just 
what are the real symptoms 
at arthritis? When one’s legs 
Are stiff in the morning, or 
after sitting a while, and the 
joints too, is this aiWitis? I 
find it helps me to walk or 
move about Do you have a 
booklet on arthritis?—E.N. 

There are so many symp¬ 
toms of arthritis I hesitate to 
offer even a tentative list — 
because, you see, there are 
ipany kinds of arthritis and 
they behave in different ways. 

Commonest type (and the 
crippling of all types) is 
mteoarthritis, or "degenera¬ 
tive joint disease,” which 
Qrrhaps shouldn’t, technically, 
be called arthritis because it 
H not an inflammatory dis¬ 
ease, which the "itis" ending 
mould tend to imply.

though, we use the term 
"arthritis’’ for several dozen 
varieties of disease that cause 
pain, stiffness, and sometimes 
severe distortion of the joints. 

From your description, I 
would suspect that your 
doctor will diagnose yours as 
osteoarthritis in a rather 
early stage. With this type, 
exercise — by which I mean 
movement but without severe 
strain on the ’joints — is a 
necessary part of treatment. 

If one favors the joints to 


the extent of not moving them 
any more than necessary, 
they become stiffer and stif- 
fer. and hence more painful 
when they do have to move. 

There is gradual, slow 
change in the shape of the 
bones, particularly the weight¬ 
bearing ones, as in the knees, 
hips, spine. Bumps may (or 
may not) appear on the end 
joints of the fingers, and they 
are called Heberden’s nodes. 

With reasonable care, 
osteoarthritis seldom if ever 
causes crippling, as is the 
case with some of the more 
vicious forms of arthritis. 
With some of them, there is 
fever and actual illness quite 
apart from the mere stiffness 
and pain. Some cause terrible 
damage and distortion of 
joints. Some types include 
damage to other organs of the 
body. Fortunately, osteo¬ 
arthritis does not.

Dumping at Sea Called Off 


STORNOWAY Scotland 
(API — A Dutch firm Thurs¬ 
day night cancelled plans to 
dump 600 tons of chemicals in 
the Atlantic after vigorous 
protests by Britain, Ireland 
and Iceland. 

The cancellation was an- 
nounced by Azko Zout 
Che mi e, a Dutch concern, as 
a chartered Dutch ship 
neared this port to refuel on a 
journey to a dumping ground 
600 miles off Ireland’s west 
coast. 

A statement by th* com¬ 
pany said the ship, the Stella 
Maris, had hean ordered to 
return to Rotterdam, pre¬ 


sumably after refuelling at 
Stornoway. 

The company said the 
cltemical waste would be 
stored in tanks. It added that 
it had acted at the request of 
the Dutch government “to 
avoid interna tiunal political 
complications." 

Irish scientists agreed with 
a spokesman for the Dutch 
chemical firm that the chlo¬ 
rine wastes would not be 
dangerous.

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Into an Uncharted Sea 


'T’HE EDGES OF THE PICTURE are beginning 
X to clarify. And with elartflcatioa aatne of the 
euphoria generated by President Nixon’s accept¬ 
ance of an invitation to visit Peking is evaporating. 

Premier Chou En-lai has not only made It 
clear that the invitation was not unsolicited but has 
reaffirmed a China poHey that only through 
complete military withdrawal from all of Aaia will 
It be possible for the United States to reach a 
rapproche m e n t with the communist republic. 

Mr, Chou chose to emphasize these points 
during an Interview with a group called the 
Committee at Concerned Asia Scholars, and to 
make the most of the propaganda opportunity. He 
was enlisting Its support, and the support of ah the 
other antiwar and anti-Nixon elements, for the 
furthering of hie own plans for Asia. 

There is not a whisper of any change in Mao 
Tse-tung's objective of a constant widening of the 
Chinese hegemony. 

‘ In fact Premier Chou made it clear China will 
not tolerate the p res ent status of independence for 

Formosa, the division of Korea or what is alleged 
to be the revival of militarism in Japan. 

Although President Nixon would like the 
world and, In particular, the American people to 
believe that the Initiative is his, it has been China 
in reality which has opened the door. Without the 
concurrence of Peking there could not have been 
any ping-pong contact, and an invitation was 
necessary (arranged through the secret meeting of 
special envoy Henry Kissinger with Premier Chou) 
before the president could announce with a flourish 
of trumpets that he would carry an olive branch to 
Peking. 

By this rather tortuous manoeuvring he will 


be able to retreat with som 

Southeast Asia, ease without _ 

tensions between hit country and the C&i 
People’s Republic, and go to the electorate next 
year seeking return as a president who haa brought 
"peace in our dme.” 

If he Is nimble enough he may be able to 
maintain the United States’ praattge In Japan, a 
working relationship with Rumia on arms 
problems, and the respect of Western Europe. But 
if he stumbles — or if ha is tripped — ha may find 
himself odd-man-out of a European-Asian agree¬ 
ment. 

There is a considerable risk that, howev er 
good his intentions, President Nixon’s efforts at 
appeasement will shake the faith not only of his 
friends in Vtonam, Cambodia, Laos, Thailand and 
Burma — if he has any — but in India and 
Pakistan, and even in the Middle East. There will 
be a tendency to suspect that one of the great 
pillars of the democratic system is cracking. 

From any error in future negotiations on 
Washington's part could come any number of new 
alignments, with a Russo-Japanese accord not 
Inconceivable, and the ultimate Inclusion of the 
European Economic Community with Britain as a 
member. 

In such a situation, faced with Japan's 
immense new power and with Russia at her back, 
China might sensibly look for some accommoda¬ 
tion from these neighbor*. 

Thus the United States might be left In 
hemispherical isolation. 

And perhaps this is what Washington wants: 
and perhaps it need not be the disaster it would 
seem to suggest to those who believe of East and 
West that "never the twain shall meet” 


Thought for Food 


TNESP1TE THE CONCERN that is apparent on 

sJ the flirf 


the surface, at least, and the efforts that have 
been made in recent years to slow the world 
population growth, it is expected the present 3.7 
billion people on earth will have multiplied to seven 
billion in the next 29 years — by the year 2000. 
The authority is an eminent geographer and food 
science profmsor at Michigan State University, Dr. 
George Borgstrom, and who can argue against his 
statement! 

It apparently has gone unchallenged since he 
was interviewed by the Associated Press in East 
Lansing earlier this month, and It points again to 
the moet desperate situation facing mankind. 

The problems of over population are many. 
But only one needs to be studied to bring home the 
importance of changes being made in the ways of 
the world. That Is the feeding of the body. 

It is all very wen to say that science will cope 
with pill-form nourishment substitutes. But they 
must come from natural resources which are 
dwindling repldly, and, as Dr. Borgstrom warns, 
no scientific trickery can meet the food demands of 
an increasing population. 

He calculates that two-thirds of the world 
population now eats inadequately. The fortunate 
few are most of the inhabitants of North America, 
Europe, including Scandinavia; Russia, Australia. 
New Zealand and parts of Argentina. 

To improve world-wide nutrition would mean 
a doubling of food production by 1980 and a 


quadrupling by 2000. And to maintain It at its 
current malnourished level for the Increasing 

pment of 


population would mean the development 
between 30 and 40 million acres of new farm land 
each year. 

What is an alternative! The sea, says Dr. 
Borgstrom, who suggests the nations or the world 
should declare the oceans "the common property 
of man” and should co-ordinate development of the 
resources of the sea. 

This is man’s only hope because already one- 
third of the world's land area is tilled or in pasture, 
and geographers and soil experts agree that most 
good soil already is being used for food production. 

But man Is messing up the oceans. In fact, this 
last resort for food is dying, says , the world’s 
leading undersea explorer, Jacques-Yves Cousteau. 
In his latest book, Life and Death In a Coral Saa, 
he says the concept of the ocean aa unlimited, 
endlese, of infinite fecundity, providing reserves of

food for mankind until the end of the world, ia

He points to the j 
the depletion of its resources through greed, 
ignorance and lack of cooperative management 
“If we are not willing,” he says, to cleanse the 
aea, plant it and cultivate Its creatures, “we will 
disappear from the face of the globe, to be replaced 
by die insect” 

More Borgstrome and Cousteaus must speak 
out and perhaps the world will start listening.

The reason tor th* sudden 
Interest — after a Ions period 
of apathy — Ineluded In¬ 
creasing U.S. Involvement In

valuta, and money. 

Starting in 1958. Asian 
studies in ' the sciences and 
humanities, including 1 a n g- 
uaga study, grew dramati¬ 
cally with th« aid of more 
than 5100 million from the 
Ford Foundation and the U.S. 
Office of Education. 

. Even with that financial 
backing, as one area special¬ 
ist said, "The United lutes ts 
•till shockingly weak Id all 
aspects of Far East scholar¬ 
ship and research.” 

The Increasing Interest over 
the last decade has been 
fanned by e recent surge In 
attraotton to Chinese studies, 
both language and area 
studies.

The increasing interest In 
Asian studies — particularly 
Chinese — combined with an 
apparent crisis in funding, 
has ted to a reassessment on 
many campuses of just which 
direction to proceed. 

The growth of Chinese 
studtee is an example of 
expanding interest in the 
entire region. 

A Ford Foundation study 
prepared last year said that 
virtually no undergraduates 
were studying the Chinese 
language in the United States 
in the mid-UMs. 


Just as this interest 
appears to be rising, however, 
the whole ftald of Aslan 
studies is faced with deep 
cuts in federal assistance. 

For the fiscal year that 
began July 4, the Office of 
Education's aid (or Aslan 
studies — including funds for 
fellowships and research — 
has been trimmed from ITJ 
million to 3.2 million. 

The cute, rcauittng from 
budget decisions made in the 
spring of 1975, were pert of a 
47 per cent reduction in funds 
tor all foreign area programs. 

The Nixon administration 
recently asked Congress to 
restore full funding by 1972-73. 
but the cuts already have had 
a jolting effect on an aca¬ 
demic field that had enjoyed 
the luxury 0 1 steady expan¬ 
sion. 


At present, there are mere 
than 5.400 undergraduates at 
about 100 colleges and univer¬ 
sities. Another 2.900 high 
school students in around 200 
schools have begun basic 
Chinese language study. 

This growth of Interest tn 
Chinese studies is further 
underscored by the fact that 
there are now about 1.000 
graduate students in Chinese 
studies, compared to 143 in 
1951 and 323 tn 19M. 

About 100 of th see will go 
on to seek doctorates. Around 
300 at that number are 
deal tug with modem or con¬ 
temporary periods of Chinese 


ctvtlliatlon. politics and com¬ 
merce. 

The number of univerelttea 
with full-fledged Chinees 
studies pm gr e me at the PhD 
level is 23. The five largest, 
and generally regarded as the 
main centres cf Chinese 
studies in this country, are 
Harvard, Columbia, the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Berke¬ 
ley. the University of Wash¬ 
ington and the University of 
Chicago. 

The author of the Ford 
study, the late Dr. John M. H. 
Undbeck, former director cf 
the Columbia East Aslan 
Institute, said the main 
achievement In U.S. Chinese 
studies In the 1900s was 
laying the "foundation stones 
for solid and Integrated pro¬ 
grams" In the 1170s.

“There has been an Impor¬ 
tant but modest growth of 
knowledge of China," he said, 
“but a few major or distin¬ 
guished studies, and in some 
fields a shrinking body of 
information and grasp of 
Chinese realities." 

One of the problems in the 
area of Chinese studies has 
been the lack of aootn and 
thus dearth of basic source 
material from Communist 


China. Eapectally since the 
cultural revolution, the flow 
cf materials from Peking's 
academic centres has slowed.

Tanzania lifted its military security to allow three British 
journalists to travel freely along its frontier with Uganda 
which Uganda’s General Idi Amin had described in London as 
a springboard for attack by Tanzanian soldiers, guerrillas 
and Chinese instructors.

Frank Regan, director of 
L operations for the department 

■ of commercial transport, said 
gthe new regulations had been 

■worked out by his department 
|and the department of high- 
Iways in ormsultation with the 
[ trucking industry. 

He said they bring B.C. 
i weight limits Into line with 
I those In Quebec and Ontario. 
Mr. Regan said size limit 

■ had not been changed, re- 
■ maining at .15 feet for trucks. 

| 45 feet for truck trailers, and 
I 65 feet for three-vehicle com¬ 
binations. 

Weight regulations, how¬ 
ever, have increased to about 
83,000 pounds from 76,000 for 
ordinary f i v e -a x 1 e semi¬ 
trailers. Large logging trucks 
of about 92,000 pounds will be 
allowed without special 
permit and three vehicle 
combinations with six or 
more axles can go as high as 
102,000 pounds. 

Mr. Ragan aaid highways 
had been Improved during the 
paat decade to sustain the 
ex tra weights. The limiting 
factor, he said, is not what 
the roads can handle, but the 
strength of bridges. 


Dr. Roman March, a politi¬ 
cal scientist, released 
Wednesday the results of a 
study on division votes during 
the last Commons session, 
which ended June 30 after 163 
days of sittings. 

He tallied up attendance far 
all 98 division votes scattered 
over 53 days, reasoning that 
"one rough way to find out if 
your MP is absent from 
Ottawa is to check and see if 
he voted on division calls, 
which are recorded in Han¬ 
sard.” 

Many Missing 

March found that on the 
average 38 per cent of the 264 
MPs were absent during 
division votes, held on major 
government legislation, non¬ 
confidence motions and the 
like.

“I have found the number 
of unexcused absences very, 
very small,” said Francis, 
who was credited with a 96- 
per-cent attendance reoord 
for division votes, second- 
highest among the Liverals. 

Main Reasons 

Francis cited three main 
reasons for lower attendance 
on divisions: 

• The job of the MP has 
changed with longer Com¬ 
mons sessions and heavy 
committee work. Sessions last 
10 months, with some com¬ 
mittees meeting during House 
recesses. This means ft is 
extremely difficult for an MP 
to do constituency work and 
"we simply must recognize 
that it is imperative for an 
MP to take some time to visit 
his constituency.” 

• There is a growing 
volume of travel by MPs 
internationally and within 
Canada on government busi¬ 
ness. Six committees have 
been travelling outside 
Ottawa. 

• Illness kept a number of 
MPs out of the Commons. 

Full Measure? 

Francis agreed that some 
MPs spend more time in their 
home ridings than they do in 
Parliament. But he asked 
whether standing up to vote 
on every division should be 
the full measure of an MPs > 
performance. 

He suggested that intelligent 
participation in committees, 
travel study and development 
of ■ p ecialized knowledge 
might make an MP more 
useful. 

The Liberal whip said he 
frequently excused MPs from 
division calls who were work¬ 
ing hard on tough committee 
studies. 

Stanley Knowles. New 
Democratic Party whip and 
the only MP with a perfect 
100-per-cent division vote 
attendance reoord In the last j 
session, said cold statistics 
don’t tell the whole story in 
individual cases. 


Less Attention 

"But they do tell an over-all 
story that MPs are paying 
less attention to Parliament,” 
said the Winnipeg North 
Centre MP. 

Three of the New Demo¬ 
crats cited for low attendance 
by March — Harold Winch of 
Vancouver East, Doug Row¬ 
land of Selkirk and Frank 
Howard of Skeena — were 01 
last session.

count the division votes unless 
you know where the voters 
are.” 

Prud'homme. who voted in 
60 per cent of the division 
calls, explained that he was 
out of Ottawa one week in 
four travelling with the con¬ 
stitution comm i tt e e, which 
kept 11 Liberals out of the 
Commons for 15 weeks.

Summer has hit Vancouver Island at its delightful best, but 
with this wonderful weather comes parched forests and the 
danger of fire. 

This year we are really up-tight about the B.C forest 
service’s new campfire permit system. We thought it was time 
to do away with permits altogether, concentrating only on 
campfire closures during hot hazardous spells. 

The forest service has insulted recreationists who actually 
have chalked up a fairly enviable record for care with fire in 
the woods. 

But, as recreationists, let’s remember that relations 
between the timber companies and the recreationists have 
never been so good. We have better access to the woods than 
we have ever had and the timber companies are now starting 
to develop recreation areas. 

Let us do our part. 

BE ESPECIALLY CAREFUL in this fire hazardous 
weather. Best not to light fires at all. Most campers now use 
gas stoves for cooking. 

If you do light fires, bght them in safe areas, preferably 
in xufiervised camp areas where campfire enclosures are 
provided. 

Make certain that your fire is completely extinguished 
when you depart. To be sure, put your hand in the ashes. 

Remove all flammable material to mineral soil for a space 
of at least three feet in every direction from the edge of the 
fire. Build the fire at least 10 feet away from any log, stump, 
or standing tree. 

If you must have a campfire, make sure it is a small fire. 
During these hazardous days let’s not have any big bonfires. 
The safer recreationists are in the woods, the better the public 
access will become and the more recreational facilities that 
will be provided.

"It is another example of hOw 
wrong it is to allow slow cars 
and slow drivers to compete 
among experts." 

Stanley added that his criti¬ 
cism applies not only to^organ- 
izers of the German race. 

“It’s happening all too often 
today.’’ he said.

• A motion was passed 
urging the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments to intro¬ 
duce a system of wage-and- 
price control on the grounds 
that salary Increases are 
causing inflation.

Pill Said Most Popular Contraceptive

Birth control used to be one 
of those things you didn’t go 
around talking about At 
least, not in mixed company. 

But today, everybody's talk¬ 
ing. 

Overpopulation 1 s every¬ 
body’s baby, says Zero Popu¬ 
lation Growth. 

The decision to have or not 
have a child should be left up 
to the woman, and only toe 
woman, say members of 
Women’s Liberation. 

Everyone is not out out to 
be a mother or a father, or 
for that matter, a wife or 
husband, say members of the 
Alternate Society.

For the people In the 
business of worrying about 
too many people — in one 
family or the world — the 
more said about birth control, 
the better. 

Dolores Reybum, clinic 
education director for 
Planned Parenthood, -tells it 
simply. “We are sexual 
beings. We should accept that 
fact and recognize that we 
must make a commitment for 
our own protection, our health 
and that of our children. We 
must not bring an unwanted 
child into the world.'' 

The commitment she 
speaks of is deciding what to 
do before it's done. That is, a 
consideration of birth control 
before sex. 

“What It comes down to is 
accepting that sex and pro¬ 
creation are two different 
things and realizing that each 
person has the ability to 
choose when and if he and 
she want to have a child," 
said Mrs. Reybum. 


Birth 

Control 


“People used to feel guilty 
If they didn’t have a houseful 
of children or didn't want 
children,” said an obstetrician 
and gynecologist, "but think¬ 
ing has changed. We're finally 
starting to feel guilty about 
having too many. 

“People are more aware of 

birth control methods today. 
They're more sophisticated 
and open in discussing sex 
and birth control. There still 
is no ideal method of birth 
control. The ideal would be 
100 per cent effective and free 
of side effects. But we’ve 
come a long way.” 

The pill — No. 1 In 
popularity and No. 2 (after 
sterilization) in effectiveness, 


the pill’s introduction got a lot 
of people talking. Young 
women praised it Their 
mothers worried about it And 
the federal government chal¬ 
lenged it. According to Alan 
G u ttmacher, president of 
Planned Parenthood World 
Population, the use of the pill 
has returned almost to pre- 
congresskmal hearing levels. 

Ineffectiveness of the pill 
can almost always be traced 
to patient failure — usually 
forgetting to take the pill — 
an obstetrician noted. 

Reactions to the pill are 
almost as varied as the users. 
Some of tbe side effects are 
similar to those experienced 
in early pregnancy — weight 
gain or loss, tender breasts, 
nausea, spotty darkening of 
the skin on the face. Some 
women report nervousness, 
dizziness, loss of scalp hair, 
appetite change, and no re¬ 
action at all. 

“There is some evidence 
that use of the pill may tend 
to cause blood clots,” said 
Mrs. Reybum, "but a woman 
must be honest about her 


medical history with her 
doctor.” Women with special 
health problems — migraines, 
mental depression, heart or 
kidney disease, asthma, high 
blood pressure, etc. — must 
go through special tests to see 
if oral contraceptives are 
suitable. 

For most women, however, 
Mrs. Reybum said, "the risk 
with pregnancy and delivery 
is 15 times greater than that 
of taking the pill." 

Pill cost: $1.75 to $2.50 a 
month plus physician’s fee. 

Intrauterine device — of 
those women who did not 
return to the pill after the 
recent scare died down, most 
had switched to the intra¬ 
uterine device (IUD), accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Reybum. The IUD 
can be inserted, practically 
forgotten and left indefinitely. 
It is either nylon plastic or 
stainless steel, teflon coated. 
No. 2 in popularity, it is 
considered approximately 95 
per cent effective. 

Adverse effects, according 
to a gynecologist, can be 
irregular bleeding and <ramps. 
Mrs. Reybum suggested that 


the IUD seems to work better 
for the woman who has 
experienced a pregnancy than 
for one who has not. 

One to two per cent of the 
ineffectiveness of the IUD 
results from its being un¬ 
knowingly expelled. Cbst: 
Physician’s fee phis device. 

Diaphragm — 'Hie third 
most popular method, the 
diaphragm, must be fitted by* 
a physician. It Is considered 
88 per cent effective and its 
efficiency depends on patient 
usage. Proper placement is 
essential. Cost: Physician’s 
fee plus device. 

Condom and foam — No. 4 
in popularity, the combination 
of condom (a device about 400 
years old ( and foam involves 
a commitment from both tht 
man and tbe woman. 

"With this method both 
partners accept the responsi¬ 
bility of birth control." noted 
Mrs. Reybum. Effectiveness 
is 95 per cent. Of all birth 
control methods endorsed by 
Planned Parenthood, It costs 
the least. It also does not re¬ 
quire a doctor's visit and has 
no side effects.

Foam Washing 

NEW YORK (UPI1 - 
leather surfaces in household 
furnishings need a “bath" 
occasionally.

On Wednesday afternoons, 
especially, he said, a variety 
of special skills are offered to 
the children: They may 
choose between such activities 
as golf, archery, birdwatching 
and map and compass¬ 
reading. 

The camp is sponsored by 
the summer session of toe 
university in conjunction with 
the physical education 
faculty. Howe, a member of 
toe faculty, said such pro¬ 
grams had been tried in other 
universities, and they had 
been found very successful. 

“This may sound corny," he

Let Us Spray 


Se«im to roe om letaoo every novice 
gardener has to learn — usually the 
hard way — la how to choose and buy a 
sprayer. 

*n>t newcomer to gardening Just 
can’t see the need for quality in 
spraying equipment, so he keeps putting 
out a buck or two here and a buck or 
two there on cheap tin affairs until he 
has spent enough to have bought the 
best on the market 

These little tin plunger-type affairs 
are really designed for occasional 
indoor use, to discourage flies and 
moequitoee in the bouse and around the 
summer cottage and were never 
intended for prolonged hard use in the 
garden. TTwy are tiring to use, and 
their capacity is far too limited for 
outdoor use. 

In turning thumbs down on cheap 
sprayers, though. I would make one 
exception. There is a line of small 
plastic sprayers In the garden shops — 
the "Jet” la one of them — which work 
on the same principle as a child’s water 
pistol; it has a fine positive action, not 
in the least tiring. You Just squeeze the 
trigger and the spray comes out as a 
lovely fine mist. 

* * * 

This one still isn't big enough for 
extended or prolonged use but for 
touching up the odd individual plant in 
the garden. It Is highly satisfactory. My 
wife pinched mine to "mist” her 


house plants and to dampen her ironing. 

It is possible, of course, to get along 
without a sprayer at all by buying all 
your spray materials in pressurized 
aerosols. TTieee are wonderfully con¬ 
venient — no measuring of chemicals, 
no mixing, no pumping — Just push the 
button and start spraying. 

* * ★ 

They are expensive If you have much 
spraying to do, and they are not as 
versatile as I would like — you have to 
spray what’s in the can and if it 
happens to be a bug killer when you 
want a liquid fertilizer or a weedkiller, 
tut is Just too bed. 

One of the truly greet inventions of 
modem gardening is the hose-end 
sprayer, using water pressure for 
applying Insecticides, fungicides, weed¬ 
killers and soluble fertilizers. 

There are e number of different 
makes and designs in a wide range of 
prices and. as far as I can see, the 
chief difference between the cheap and 
the better kinds Hes in the accuracy 
with which the spray concentrate Is 
mixed into the hoee water. 

Moat of the hose-end sprayers I have 
tried, though, are extravagant in their 
use of expensive spray chemicals. A 
high-quality all-purpoee rose spray, for 
instance, costs well over S2 for a half¬ 
pint bottle, and the hose-end sprayer 
dispensed the whole half-pint in Just a 
few minutes of spraying, and with only 
a few of the roses done. 


There are a few hose-end sprayers 
which produce a fine, misty spray, and 
these are more eoonomloal with spray 
materials, but you won't find these fins 
instruments on the .bargain counters. 

Moreover, theee fine nozzles clog 
easily; they work fine when loaded with 
liquid concentrates, but I don’t think 
they should ever be used with dry or 
powdered materials which have to be 
dissolved in water before use. 

Of all the spray equipment In my 
gardening armament, my personal 
favorite is the Hudson Trombone 
Sprayer. This is e beautifully simple 
instrument made of non-corrosive brass 
and, as the name implies, it works on 
the principle of e slide trombone, rather 
like the hand pumps used for extin¬ 
guishing small fire bombs in the London 
blitz. 


You mix up a bucket of spray and 
carry it with you, getting to places 
where the hose won’t reach.

Walk with Light 


A week or an ago the 
Associated Press, whose 
national wire is usually bur¬ 
dened with heavier news, 
reported a rare outbreak of 
poetic insight at Chapel Hill.

According to the story, an 
instructor of English at the 
University of North Carolina 
read to his class what he 
called "one of the finest, most 
elegant lines of poetry in the 
English language."

The line consisted of only 
three words, and he urged his 
students to write it down in 
their notebooks, as he had in 
his, to remind them now and 
then of poetic brevity and 
beauty. 

What was this poem? 

It was "Walk with light.” 

The instructor read the line 
softly, according to the AP. 
which was evidently on the 
scene, and then he read It 
again, his voice caressing its 
every sound. 

"Now isn't that a wonderful 

thing." he asked his class at 
last, "to say to someone?" 

His students saw that it 
was. indeed, and being good 


students they wanted to know 
the name of the author. 

"The author?" said the 
instructor. "I suppose the 
author is anonymous." 

And h e explained that 
"Walk with light" was a 
traffic sign for pedestrians 

We should be grateful not 
only to this imaginative Eng¬ 
lish teacher, but also to the 
local correspondent of the 
Associated Press, both of 
whom have reminded us that 
beauty can be found In 
humble and unexpected 
places, if one sees and hears. 

It is worth noting, though, 
that you will not find much 
beauty in the commercial 
signs that surround us. TYiere 
Is rarely any poetry tn the 
blandishments and injunctions 
of the billboards (though 
there is a line In the first act 
chorus of La Traviata that 
s< xinds exactly like "Drink 
Coca-Cola”).

No. the poetry is not to he 
found in the ads but in the 
injunctions and prohibitions 
that are posted in our public 
places, our streets, sidewalks, 
parks and buildings; jn the 


do’s and don't* that regulate 
our urban lives. 

KEEP OFF THE GRASS 

What could be more explicit 
end succinct? Here are four 
words that can not be Im¬ 
proved. They are pert of the 
language, so deeply ingrained 
in our psyches as to own 
some special symbolic force.

In some neighborhoods, 
where drugs, not lawn, is the 
main community concern. 
KEEP OFF THE GRASS has 
quite a different meaning. 

It is necessity that produces 
such admirable brevity. 
Where space permits brevity 
is unknown to the authors of 
bureaucratic prose. Any mes¬ 
sage will be exjjanded to fill 
the space available for its 
expression. 

But necessity makes poets 
of us all. Thus we have STOP, 
an exhortation whose meaning 
is instantaneous to every 
citizen — man, woman and 
child.

Somewhere recently I found 
a sentence by Jorge Luis 
Borges, an author, poet and 
critic whose work.

But the 
line struck me as true, and I 
wrote It down In my own 
notebook:

"About the year 1930." 
Borges wrote recently, at the 
age of 70, "I thought that 
beauty was the privilege of 
very few writers; I know now 
that beauty is fairly common 
and that it lies in wait for us 
even in the unlikely pages of

Albert Head Ratepayers: 

Halt Housing—Bare Plan 


Housing developments in 
l^angford, Colwood, Metchosin 
and View Royal should be 
held up until the Capital 
Regional Board's complete 
zoning plan is available, 
members of Albert Head 
Ratepayers Association de¬ 
cided Thursday night. 

They made the decision at 
the end of a frequently 
stormy three-hour meeting 
while they considered the 
implications of a $45 million 
land development which has 
been proposed by Ocean 
Cement Ltd. in the Colwood 
area, off Metchosin Road. 

Ratepayers objected to the 
fact that a private marina Is 
proposed at Albert Head 


Lagoon, which they say now 
is a federal bird sanctuary. 

They were offended by the 
proposed realignment of 
Metchosin Road, 6,000 feet 
back from its present route — 
they wanted it moved closer 
to the ocean rather than far 
away. 

They also said they felt 
Ocean Cement was being 
given preferential treatment 
in consideration of its pro¬ 
posal because it Is a big 
company while small land- 
owners had to submit to a 
restrictive 10-acre lot size 
minimum. 

The proposal being con¬ 
sidered by the planning de¬ 
partment of the regional 


board would be for develop¬ 
ment under a land-use con¬ 
tract rather than re-zoning of 
the area. 

The proposal for the first 
stage would Involve building 
200 dwelling units — some 
single family homes, some 
cluster and terraced houses 
for low to medium-income 
families. 

It would also include re¬ 
alignment of the road and 
preparation of land for a 125- 
acre golf course. 

Second and third stages 
would add 1,800 dwelling 
units. 

Members of the association 
were concerned about planned 
sewage disposal but little 


information was available 
about where the sanitary 
sewers would lead. 

They were told by regional 
planner Tony Roberts that it 
appeared the regional board 
favored an outfall at Albert 
Head but no decisions had 
been made yet on the subject. 


P ropose d expansion for St. 
Joseph’s Hospital appeared to 
have cleared the last signifi¬ 
cant hurdle Thursday when 
Victoria city council accepted 
a proposal by Health Minister 
Ralph Loffmark for settle¬ 
ment of land acquisition. 

In doing so, council surren¬ 
dered what has in effect been 
the city's autonomous position 
on street development. 

The city had plans for 
extending Belleville Street 
along the south side of St. 
Joseph's Hospital; the street 
would then have become a 
major artery for traffic from 
the James Bay district and 
the legislative precinct. 

At one stage of the hospital 
expansion plans, the city had 
agreed to drop its proposals 
for the street extension for 
seven years. After that the 
matter was to be evaluated 
again through a traffic study. 

Now the city has bowed to 
Ixiffmark’s demands that in 
the future, whether Belleville 
needs to be extended or not 
will be determined by the 
provincial highways minister 
and the health minister, and 
not by the city. 

Aid. Ove Witt was the only 
alderman who offered a 
comment at Thursday s meet¬ 
ing. 

“I Just hope that the 
advocates of this grand 
scheme have some idea of the 


ultimate cost to the taxpayers 
of this city," he told council. 

All that remains to be done 
now is for all the parties 
concerned to sign the agree¬ 
ment at a meeting to be 
called as soon as possible. 
The other parties previously 
ratified the proposal. 

They are the Sisters of St. 
Ann. owners of the land 
needed for the hospital ex¬ 
pansion in which SL Joseph s 
will be developed from its 
present 431-bed capacity ,to a 
maximum of 650 beds; the 
Southern Vancouver Island 
Hospital Society which will 
take over management of St.

Cowichan Bay Verdict Reserved 


Decision was reserved at a 
public bearing held at Gobble 
Hill Thursday by the B.C 
Pollution Control Board on an 
application by a Victoria firm 
to install a sewage treatment 
plant at Cowichan Bay. 

Starboard Investments had 
requested a permit for a 
secondary treatment sewage 
system which would service a 
30-acre tract of land pur¬ 
chased by the company in 
I960. At Thursday’s hearing, 
three objector* presented 
their views to the three-man 
PCB panel, as did Starboard 
Investme n t s . 

Under the procedual rules 
outlined by acting PCB direc¬ 
tor Albtn Chmelauskas. Star¬ 
board Investments and each 
of the three objectors was 
permitted to present a brief, 
which was cross-examined by 
both members of PCB and 
either the applicant or the 
objectors. 

RusseU Potter, a civil engi¬ 
neer employed by Starboard 


Investments, spoke of the 
steps which had culminated in 
the present application and 
explained the proposed plant. 

Potter said the system 
would eventually service 90 
homes when the 30-acre sub¬ 
division was completed. “In¬ 
stallation woukl consist of two 
units, the first with a 
capacity to serve 50 homes. 

“The maximum flow at any 
one time with full develop¬ 
ment of the property would 
be 80 Imperial gallons per 
minute. This is s very small 
sewage flow and even if raw, 
it could be considered safe 
rising from a depth of 25 feet 
in saltwater and with a radius 
on contact of a minimum of 
200 feet (the length of the 
outfall pipe).** 

Referring to the present 
high collform count, -be said 
that it would be doubtful if 
the quantity of effluent pro¬ 
posed would show sn Increase 
in the present cotiform count. 


When cross-examined by 
Kurt Horn, president of the 
Cowichan-Malshat branch of 
the Society for Pollution and 
Environmental Control, 
Potter admitted there was no 
way of knowing the estimated 
increase i n the collform 
count. 

Horn, acting aa adviser to 
Colin Garslde of Amalga¬ 
mated Conservation Society 

— one of tbs three objectors 

— asked Potter if the system 
measured up to the federal 
fisheries’ requirement tor out¬ 
fall and chlorination. 

Potter did not answer the 
question, saying the federal 
fishereis did not have the 
authority to enforce these 
requirements. 

Potter was further ques¬ 
tioned by the PCB, being 
asked whether the outfall pipe 
would be susceptible to 
damage from boats. “Yes, tt 
could be damaged by boats 
but would be simple to re¬ 
pair." Potter replied. 


He admitted, however, that 
such damage would be diffi¬ 
cult to detect. 

Two of the objectors 
Douglas Smith of the B.C. 
Wildlife Association and Gar- 
side of the conservation 
society, expressed their con¬ 
cern for the ecology of 
Cowichan Bay. 

“The proposed action of 
Starboard Investments is an 
adverse step by further pol¬ 
luting an already deteriorat¬ 
ing area ... It could be a 
millstone around tha necks at 
future generations," said 
GarskJe. 

Third objector was Ralph 
Morton, a local resident hi 
his brief he listed nine 
sources which are polluting 
the bay. 

Among these ware the 
untreated or partially treated 
sewage from waterfront 
homes and businesses; sew¬ 
age and garbage from pleas¬ 
ure and business craft oper¬ 
ating in the bay; sewage, oQ, 
and garbage from freighters. 


and large amounts of decay¬ 
ing organic matter from log 
dumps and booms. 

Morton cited the damage 
which would result to local 
clam and oyster beds if 
additional sewage was put 
into the bay. 

The point of outfall is very 
dose to the well-used clam 
beds on the KQ-Pab-Las re¬ 
serve adjacent to the govern¬ 
ment wharf. Tha likelihood 
that sawaga will be carried 
onto this beach is vary high/' 

Morton advised Starboard 
to consider other methods of 
treatment These included a 
long discharge Una to Satellite 
Channel with a diffuser in fast- 
moving water, together with 
chlorination. 

Referring to the high east 
of such a program, ha said. 
“It is therefore recommended 
that s comprehensive plan for 
the area be developed tai 
conjunction with the Cowi¬ 
chan Regional District who I 
understand have already done 
some work in this regard. If 


... an inadequate system is 
installed, it should be re¬ 
membered that toe taxpayer 
has to pay he cost of 
repairing the damage (if 
repairing the damage (if 
indeed it is repairable), and it 
is alwsys cheaper in the long 
run to prevent pollution in the 
first place than to clean it up 
later." 

Morton warned, “Consid¬ 
eration should be given to tha 
possibility of setting a prece¬ 
dent For example, if the 
permit were granted an the 
terms applied for, would it 
not be very difficult to deny 
similar permission to the 
present residents of Cowichan 
Bay? 

"If it was established that 
the waters of Cowichan Bay 
have a receiving capacity 
for a given amount of suitably 
treated effluent and we know 
this cannot be an unlimited 
capacity, should not those 
now resident in the com¬ 
munity have prior right over 
an as yet unpopulated area?"

you go the boys said you 
have to put yourself in a 
certain frame of mind. 

“If there’s fun along the 
way there is twice as much 
misery,” said Gary. 

“You have to get used to 
being grimy, thirsty, hungry 
and hot and cold." 

A common reverie exists 
between young travellers. 
They get to know each other 
usually only on a first name 
basis, but the tips passed 
along and the companionship 
alter a long wait on the side 
of the road, give some 
direction to a roaming kind of 
life. Everybody knows for 
nstance whether they’ve been 
there or not that the sheriff 
in Princeton gives free hair¬ 
cuts. that three-quarters of 
Quebec is out west this year, 
and that the Okanagan people 
are super friendly. 

And they also know from 
experience that the RCMP 


are really good and that city 
police usually aren't to good. 

Moat h itchhikers don't 
carry much food with them. 
Tommy said he carries emer¬ 
gency food such as powdered 
soup, tea and oatmeal but 
that most people depend on 
the hostels or “nice people” 
who pick them up and take 
them home for dinner. 

Before leaving the Nanaimo 
hostel in the morning they 
had celery sticks for break¬ 
fast. the only thing the hostel 
could offer. The night before 
they had celery sandwiches 
but nobody complains. Hitch¬ 
hiking has its thrills. 

Drivers who pick them up 
seem to drive faster, be 
drunk, try to show off or 
something, the boys said.

They attained some 
measure of publicity, not 
unnaturally, because of the 
type of a case." 

As a result, he added, "I 
would feel in fairness that I 
must disqualify myself." 

He said both charges would 
be assigned to another Judge 
if the election was a Provin¬ 
cial Court trial.

A stunning counter-coup led by loyal army Lieut 
Mohammed Aly Karbass placed President Jaafar B3- 
Nimetry back in power in the Sudan Hmrsday, 
Khartoum radio reported, and rebel leaders were 
in jail. 

Nimeiry had been jailed after a coup staged 
Monday by dissident army officers. 

Soon after loyal army troops had routed the 
junta of left-leaning officers, Nimeiry went on the 
air Thursday to announce he is again leading the 
country, Egypt's Middle East news agency reported. 

The agency added that a 
top Nimeiry aide, MaJ. 
Ibrahim Abour El-Kastem. 
had declared a state of 
emergency in Sudan, a one- 
m 1 llion-square-mlle country 
south of Egypt In Africa’s 
northeast comer. 

Nimeiry thanked the Sudan¬ 
ese people and the armed 
forces for crushing the rebels 
and ordered the immediate 
arrest of every Communist in 
the country. National guard 
members were asked to 
donate blood for the victims 
of fighting during the day. 

In other Middle East news, 
a Cairo dispatch said former 
vice-president Jtfy Sabry of 
Egypt and two ex-ministers 
will be charged with high 
treason against the state. 

A ttorney-General Mustafa 
Aby Zeld said Sabry. former 
war minister Mohammed 
Fawzy and former interior 
minister Sharawy G o m a a 
began a conspiracy to take 
over the country Immediately 
after the death of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser last 
September. 

In Amman, meanwhile. 
King Hussein of Jordan in¬ 
vited all Arab heads of state 
to send delegations if they 
want to verify that the 
situation In his country is 
quiet.

Fines No Pollution Cure 
Help Instead—Williston 


Inside Today 


VAN COUVER (CP) — 
Fines for pollution are no 
solution to problems facing 
the environment, says Lands 
and Forests Minister Ray 
Williston. 

He outlined his policy to a 
service club Thursday as one 

of help for an offending plant 
attempting to right a problem 
and a shutdown for another 
which does not co-operate. 

"If someone decides he’s 
not going to cooperate, his 
life is very short.” said 
Williston, explaining that 
practically all resources are 
controlled by the province on 
a lease basis. 

He termed fines a weak and 


easy approach, which answers 
no questions. The minister 
said he raised ’’particular 
hell” over the $5,000 fine 
given Columbia Cellulose 
when its "effluent line dis¬ 
integrated.” 

Plant management were 
working on the problem, he 
said, but the fine speeded up 
nothing. 

"They (Columbia Cellulose) 
came to me and said for 
God's sake shut up,” he said, 
adding that the company felt 
the $5,000 fine, under the 
Federal Fisheries Act, got 
people off their back. 

"That's no easy approach 
and never will be." 


Williston told of a mine in 
the East Kootenays which 
could have been fined in May, 
but instead the operation was 
halted for about a week until 
an effluent line was retired. 

Asked later if secrecy was 
involved, Williston said tlie 
regional pollution control offi¬ 
cer went to the mine man¬ 
agement and advised them of 
government regulations. 

The mine closed itself up. 
he said. He identified it as 
Gjpperline Mine, north of 
Cranbrook with about 40 men 
involved.

The B.C. Medical As¬ 
sociation said Thursday 
night it is recommending 
a boycott of the new pro¬ 
vincial government regu¬ 
lations that control medi¬ 
cal laboratories. 

The a nnouncement con¬ 
firmed what some observers 
had thought was inevitable 
this summer — a serious 
collision between the doctors 
and the government 
The intersecting forces are 
as great as those that precipi¬ 
tated the specialists’ with¬ 
drawal of services in Quebec 
last autumn. 

Dr. W. J. Corbett, president 
of the BCMA, said in Van¬ 
couver the association at this 
time could not recommend 
that physicians apply for 
laboratory licences. 

All Tests 

A cabinet order of June 24 
set out nine pages of regula¬ 
tions undef the Medical Ser¬ 
vices Act that, among other 
things: 

• Require all laboratories 
(including x-ray and electro- 
diagnostic centres) to apply 
to the Medical Services Com¬ 
mission for ■ licence before 
July 31. The application must 
set out all the tests the lab 
performs. Its personnel and 
their training, as well as a 
statement of its ownership. 

• Require all physicians 
“whenever reasonably pos¬ 
sible” to send patients to 
testing facilities in hospitals 
instead o f privately-owned 
lalioratories. 

The order-in-council also 
gives the commission power 
to renew, cancel or suspend 
laljoratory licences that would 
go into effect Oct. 1. 

Anv unlicensed laboratory 
would not be able to charge 
medicare plans for its ser¬ 
vices. 

Lower Standard 

Corbett said that the BCMA 
for several weeks has been 
meeting with the Medical 
Services Comm ission, 
attempting to have some 
sections of the legislation 
amended. (It appeared that 
the BCMA got nowhere.) 

"Our efforts have been 
based on the fact that, as 
written, the new regulations 
have the potential of lowering 
the standard of care," said 
Corbett. 

"Annual licensing will pro¬ 
duce such uncertainty of 
tenure that labs, for example, 
will be discouraged in their 
purchase of new and better 
equipment and may be forced 
to ignore progress in this field 
of medicine. 

"It many also be difficult to 
attract a high grade of staff 
when there is uncertainty.” 

Corbett said if the govern¬ 
ment wanted to control a 
small minority of physicians 
who wete abusing tlie present 
system there were better

Agnew’s ^Fruitless Mission’ Lambasted 

Four 707s , Caddies and Rhinos 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
Democratic congressman said 
Thursday during a day of 
flying Insults that Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Spiro Agnew’s round-the- 
world trip was "a fruitless 
mission" despite his entou¬ 
rage of 141 aides, bullet-proof 
Cadillacs and a $3,000 daily 
hotel bill. 

Rep. John Dent read on the 
House floor a newsweek 
magazine account of Agnew’s 
current trip. 

Among other things, the 


acopunt reported Agnews 
entourage included four 
Boeing 707s plus a cargo 
plane carrying bullet proof 
Cadillacs "for Agnew s dash 
from airport to hotel to golf 
course,” and that the party’s 
hotel bill in Kenya ran to 
$3,000 a day. 

"Aside from hacking up the 
local golf course," Dent read, 
"his main outing (In Kenya) 
was to | nearby hunting 
lodge, where In company with 
his private physician, and his 
pretty, red-haired secretary. 


he watched two rhinos copu¬ 
lating. 

As Dent reached the pass¬ 
age about the secretary, 
Democratic Rep. Wayne 
Hays, who was floor man¬ 
aging a bill on a $50,000 extra 
expense allowance for the 
House speaker, interrupted 
the laughter: "Don’t knock 
that!” 

About this time. House 
Republican Leader Gerald 
Ford asked Democratic Rep. 
William Clay to apologize for

Ford said 
he had never heard such 
language on the House floor. 

Clay, referring to Agnew’s 
critical comments about U.S. 
black leaders, said Agnew as 
"an Intellectual sadist who 
e x p e r 1 e n ces intellectual 
orgasms by attacking, hum¬ 
iliating and kicking the 
oppressed." 

Clay told reporters later 
that he would not apologize 
and that instead. Agnew 
ought to apologize to the 
black leaders. 


Clay said Ford "suffers 
from the same illness which I 
described of the vice-presi¬ 
dent . . . further complicated 
by the fact that he played 
football without a helmet.’*" 
Clay was repeating what 
former president Lyndon 
Johnson once said about 
Ford. 

Ford replied: "I’m not 
bothered by what a big-city 
ward politician says about me 
personally. I’m proud of the 
fact I played football in high 
school and college."

EDMONTON (CP) — The Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta Thursday put its fate in the 
hands of voters for the ninth time in 36 years, call¬ 
ing an Alberta general election for Monday, Aug. 30. 

The opposition parties have 
never come close to defeating 
the Social Credit party since 
William Aberhart first led it 
to power In 1935. But this 
year the rules of the election 
game have changed substan¬ 
tially. 

At stake will be 75 seats, up 
10 from the 1967 election 
because of redistribution. In 
addition, it will be the first 
Alberta general election in 
which 18-year-olds can vote 
and tlie first in which more 
urban than rural seats — 38 
to 37 — will be at stake. 



At dissolution, the govern¬ 
ment had 54 seats and the 
Progessive Conservatives 10 
after b^elections and a 
change of party to tlie 
opposition by two members of 
the legislature. There was one 
seat vacant. 

Official nomination day Is 
Monday. Aug. 16. Socreds and 
Prog restive Conservatives 
both plan to field full slates. 

The New Democratic Party 
lias nominated 51 candidates 
and the Liberals nine. 

Premier Harry Strom wear¬ 
ing Gay Nineties finery, rode 
in the lead car in the 
Klondike Days parade 
watched by an estimated 
260,000 persons.

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Verdict Reserved on Cowichan Bay Outfall 


Decision wu reserved it a 
public hearing held it Cobble 
Hill Thursday by the RC 
Pollution Control Board on an 
application by a Victoria firm 
to install a sewage treatment 
plant at Cowichan Bay. 

Starboard Investments had 
requested a permit for a 
secondary treatment sewage 
system which would service a 
30 a c re tract of land pur¬ 
chased by the company in 
1960. At Thursday’s hearing, 
three objectors presented 
their views to the three-man 
FCB panel, as did Starboard 
Investments. 

Under the procedual rules 
outlined by acting PCS direc¬ 
tor Albin Chmelauskas. Star¬ 
board In vestme n t s and each 
of the three objectors was 
p er mi tted to present a brief, 
which was cross-examined by 
both members of PCB and 


either the applicant or the 
objectors. 

Russell Potter, a civil engi¬ 
neer employed by Starboard 
Investments, spoke of the 
steps which had culminated in 
the present application and 
explained the proposed plant. 

Potter said the system 
would eventually service 90 
homes when the 30-acre sub¬ 
division was completed. "In¬ 
stallation would consist of two 
units, the first with a 
capacity to serve 50 homes. 

"The maximum flow at any 
one time with full develop¬ 
ment of the property would 
be 80 imperial gallons per 
minute. This is a very small 
sewage flow and even if raw. 
it could be considered safe 
rising from a depth of 25 feet 
in saltwater and with a radius 
on contact of a minimum of 


200 feet (the length of the 
outfall pipe).*’ 

Referring to the present 
high coliform count, he said 
that it would be doubtful if 
the quantity of effluent pro- 
ix>sed would show ah increase 
in the present coliform count. 

When cross-examined by 
Kurt Horn, president of the 
Cowichan-Maluhat branch of 
the Society for Pollution and 
Environm ental Control. 
Potter admitted there was no 
way of knowing the estimated 
increases i n the coliform 
count. 

Horn, acting as adviser to 
Colin Garside of Amalga¬ 
mated Conservation Society 
— one of the three objectors 
asked Potter if the system 
measured up to the federal 
fisheries' requirement for out¬ 
fall and chlorination. 

Potter did not answer the 


question, saying Hie federal 
fishereis did not have the 
authority to enforce these 
requirements. 

Potter was further ques¬ 
tioned by the PCB, being 
asked whether the outfall pipe 
would be susceptible to 
damage from boats. "Yes,, it 
could be damaged by boats 
but would be simple to re¬ 
pair." Potter replied. 

He admitted, however, that 
such damage would be diffi¬ 
cult to detect. 

Two of the objectors 
Douglas Smith of the. B.C. 
Wildlife Assignation and Gar- 
side of the conservation 
society, expressed their con¬ 
cern for the ecology of 
Cowichan Bay. 

"The proposed action of 
Starboard Investments is an 
adverse step by further pol¬ 
luting an already deteriorat¬ 


ing area It could be a 
millstone around the necks of 
future generations." said 
Garside. 

Third objector was Ralph 
Morton, a local resident. In 
his brief he listed nine 
sources which are polluting 
the bay. 

Among these were the 
untreated or partially treated 
sewage from waterfront 
homes and businesses; sew¬ 
age and garbage from pleas¬ 
ure and business craft oper¬ 
ating in the bay; sewage, oil, 
and garbage from freighters, 
and large amounts of decay¬ 
ing organic matter from log 
dumps and booms. 

Morton cited the damage 
which would result to local 
clam and oyster beds if 
additional sewage was put 
into the bay. 

The point of outfall is very 


dose to the well-used clam 
beda on the KU-Pah-Las re¬ 
serve adjacent to the govern¬ 
ment wharf. The likelihood 
that sewage will be carried 
onto this beach is very high." 

Morton advised Starboard 
to consider other methods of 
treatment. These included a 
long discharge Une to Satellite 
Channel with a diffuser In fast- 
moving water, together with 
chlorination. 

Referring to the high cost 
of such a program, he said, 
"It is therefore recommended 
that a comprehensive plan for 
the area be developed in 
conjunction with the Cowi¬ 
chan Regional District, who I 
understand have already done 
some work in this regard. If 

. . an inadequate system is 
installed, it should be re¬ 
membered that the taxpayer 
has to pay he cost at 


repairing the damage (if 
repairing the damage (if 
Indeed it is repairable), and it 
is always cheaper in the long 
run to prevent pollution in the 
first plsoe than to clean it up 
later." 

Morton warned, "Consid¬ 
eration should be given to the 
possibility at setting a prece¬ 
dent. For example, if ti>e 
permit were granted on the 
terms applied for, would it 
not be very difficult to deny 
similar permission to the 
present residents of Cowichan 
Bay? 

"If it was established that 
the waters at Cowichan Bay 
have a ■ r ece i vi ng capacity 
for a given amount at suitably 
treated effluent, and we know 
this cannot be an unlimited 
capacity, should not those 
now resident in the com¬ 
munity have prior right over 
an as yet unpopulated area?"

A S472.000 contract for the construction of 
buildings and associated services for Telesat 
Canada's Lake Cowichan Heavy Route Station has 
been awarded to the J. L. Peterson Construction 
Co. Ltd. of Lake Cowichan. 

Telesat President D. A. Golden said from 
Toronto Thursday that work on the site will begin 
by early next week. 

The Lake Cowichan Heavy Route station is 
the western anchor of the domestic satellite com¬ 
munications system being implemented by Telesat. 

It is one of two Heavy-Route stations in the 
corporation’s base line system of some 35 earth 
statioas. The other Heavy Route station is the 
system's master station, located at Allan Park, 90 
miles northwest of Toronto. 

The construction of the earth station buildings 
and other civil works will be carried out under the 
supervision of the firm of McCarter, Naime and 


Partners, Architects, Engineers and Planners of 
Vancouver. 

The Lake Cowichan station will be capable of 
passing all forms of telecommunications between 
earth and the satellite and if necessary will also be 
able to take over the telemetry, tracking and com¬ 
mand of the satellite from the master station at 
Allan Park. 

The antenna and electronic components at the 
station are being supplied by RCA Ltd., Montreal. 
The installation of the electronic equipment will 
begin following completion of the buildings late 
this year. 

Telesat will launch its first satellite, Anik 1, 
late in 1972 and will begin commercial operations 
in January, 1973. 

Once in operation, the Lake Cowichan earth 
station will be manned by a resident staff of about 
20 engineers and technicians.

LADYSMITH - Long 
Beach is usually the Mecca of 
young hitchikers coming west 
and continuing on to the 
Island but a number do the 
loop, seeing as much of the 
Island as they can before 
returning to the mainland via 
Victoria, 

Tommy Laufer, 19, and 
Gary Soma toe, 17, both of 
Montreal who were hitching 
south of Nanaimo on their 
way to Victoria stopped along 
the way to tell what It's like 
tor young travellers crossing 
the country by thumb and 
why they do it. 

The pair left Montreal a 
month ago Just to do some¬ 
thing, see toe country and 
meet the people. 

The exciting thing is that 


it's a matter of survival when 
you’re on the mad, they say. 
And to get away from the 
every day predictable life at 
home is also reason enough to 
take off. 

The travelling life is one of 
freedom, where you're never 
in one place long enough to 
become responsible for any¬ 
thing or to anyone, but before 
you go the boys said you 
have to put yourself in a 
certain frame of mind. 

"If there’s fun along the 
way there is twice as much 
misery,’’ said Gary. 

"You have to get used to 
being grimy, thirsty, hungry 
and hot and cold:" 


A common reverie exist! 
between young travellers. 
They get to know each other 
usually only on a first name 
basis, but the tips passed 
along and the companionship 


after a long wait on the side 
of the road, give some 
direction to a roaming kind of 
life. Everybody knows for 
instance whether they've been 
there or not that the sheriff 
in Princeton gives free hair¬ 
cuts. that three-quarters of 
Quebec is out west this year, 
and that the Okanagan people 
are super friendly. 

And they also know from 
experience that toe RCMP 
are really good and that city 
police usually aren’t so good. 

Most h itchhikers don’t 
carry much food with them. 
Tommy said he carries emer¬ 
gency food such as powdered 
soup, tea and oatmeal but 
that toost people depend on 
the hostels or "nice pedple" 
who pick them up and take 
them home for dinner. 

Before leaving the Nanaimo 
hostel in the morning they 


had celery sticks for break 
fast, the only thing the hostel 
could offer. The night before 
they had celery sandwiches 
but nobody complains. Hitch¬ 
hiking ha* its thrills 

Drivers who pick them up 
seem to drive faster, lie 
drunk, try to shlow off or 
something, the boys saia 

" Everytime I get a bad 
driver I think this is the 
closest I’ll come to being 
killed, but the next time is 
worse," said Gary. 

Besides hitch-hiking, 10 
speed bicyles and trains are 
also popular modes of travel 
this summer. 

The railroad police and 
dangerous gravel shoulders 
make both other ways pretty 
risky, the boys said. 

The typical western town 
they say is sm&ll and very 
conservative. "The people are 


generally friendly but don’t 
quite know what to make of 
long-haired travellers.” 
Tommy said. 

"People think we bring a 
bad influence* and drugs with 
us," Gary said. 

"We’d like to be honest 
about everything but the* 
system is against us so we 
can’t be. And it’s mostly the 
resident freaks who have the 
drugs. It’s too dangerous for 
anyone on the road to carry 
them.” 

For most travelling is a 
"summer thing’’ ending when 
school begins. 

"I want to educate myself 
outside of school too," 
Tommy said, Their impres¬ 
sion of Canada Is a big empty 
country. Hie Prairies aren’t 
as flat as some easterners 
believe and Alberta and B.C.

Victoria Family Back Home 
From Cruise in South Pacific 


A Victoria family has 
returned home after a year of 
cruiamg in the South Pacific 
aboard their 48-foot stoop 
Gafartelte H. , 

“It was a tremendous ex¬ 
perience,” Ralph Higgins, 38, 
of 1627 Hollywood Crescent, 
•aid in an interview Wednes¬ 
day night 

Between the time Higgins 
sailed away July 1, 1970, in 
the Victoria-Maul race and 5 
p.m. Wednesday, he and his 
family packed away a lot of 
memories. 

The crew a year ago 
consisted of his wife Connie 
and himself, Laveme Stillborn 
and his wife Chris, Rod 
Derby, Peter Watts, David 
Gair and Higgins’ brother 
Glen, all of Victoria. 

Gabrielle II took 20 days to 
get to Maui and was the third 
boat to finish, giving it second 
place in Division One.

The B.C. Medical As¬ 
sociation said Thursday 
night it is recommending 
a boycott of the new pro¬ 
vincial government regu¬ 
lations that control medi¬ 
cal laboratories. 

The a nnouncement con¬ 
firmed what some observers 
had thought was inevitable 
this summer — a serious 
collision between the doctors 
and die government. 

The intersecting forces are 
as great as those that precipi¬ 
tated the specialists’ with¬ 
drawal of services in Quebec 
last autumn. 

Dr. W. J. Corbett, president 
of the BCMA, said in Van¬ 
couver the association at this 
time could not recommend 
that physicians apply for 
laboratory licences. 

All Tests 

A cabinet order of June 24 
set out nine pages of regula¬ 
tions under the Medical Ser¬ 
vices Act that, among other 
things: 

• Require ail laboratories 
(including x-ray and electro¬ 
diagnostic centred to apply 
to the Medical Services Com¬ 
mission for a licence before 
July 31. The application must 
set out ail the tests the lab 
performs, its personnel and 
their training, as well sr a 
statement of its ownership. 

• Require all physicians 
"whenever reasonably pos¬ 
sible” to send patients to 
testing facilities in hospitals 
instead o f privately-owned 
laboratories. 

The order-in-council also 
gives the commission power 
to renew, cancel or suspend 
laboratory licences that would 
go into effect Oct. 1. 

Any unlicensed laboratory 
would not be able to charge 
medicare plans for its ser¬ 
vices.

VANCOUVER (CPI 
Fines for pollution are no 
solution to problems facing 
tiie environment, says Lands 
and Forests Minister Ray 
Williston. 

He outlined his policy to a 
service dub Thursday as one 
of help for an offending plant 
attempting to right a problem 
and a shutdown for another 
which does not cooperate. 

"If someone decides he’s 
not going to co-operate, his 
life is very short," suid 
Williston. explaining that 
practically all resources are 
controlled by the province on 
a lease basis.

easy approach, which answers 
no questions. The minister 
said he raised "particular 
hell" over the $5,000 line 
given Columbia Cellulose 
when its "effluent line dis¬ 
integrated." 

Plant management were 
working on the problem, he 
said, but the fine speeded up 
nothing. 

"They (Columbia Cellulose) 
came to me and said for 
God's sake shut up,” lie said, 
udding that the company felt 
the $5,000 fine, under the 
Federal Fisheries Act. got 
people off their back. 

"That’s no easy approach 
and never will be." 


Williston told ol a mine in 
the East Kootenays which 
could have lieen fined in May. 
but instead the operation was 
halted for about a week until 
an effluent line was repaired. 

Asked later if secrecy was 
involved. Williston said tlie 
regional pollution control offi¬ 
cer went to ‘the mine man¬ 
agement and advised them of 
government regulations. 

The mine closed itself up. 
he said. He identified it as 
Copperline Mine, north of 
Ci'an brook with about 40 men 
involved. 

"We could have prosecuted 
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Lower Standard 

Corbett said that the BCMA 
for several weeks has been 
meeting with- the Medical 
Services Comm ission, 
attempting to have some 
sections of the legislation 
amended. (It appeared that 
the BCMA got nowhere.) 

"Our efforts have been 
based on the fact that, as 
written, the new' regulations 
have the potential of lowering 
the standard of care,” said 
Corbett. 

"Annual licensing will pro¬ 
duce such uncertainty of 
tenure that labs, for example, 
will be discouraged in their 
purchase of new and better 
equipment and may be forced 
to ignore progress in this field 
of medicine. 

"It many also be difficult to 
attract a high grade of staff 
when there is uncertainty." 

Corbett said if the govern¬ 
ment wanted to control a 
small minority of physicians 
who were abusing the present

Agnew^s ‘’Fruitless Mission’ Lambasted 

Four 707s , Caddies and Rhinos 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Democratic congressman said 
Thursday during a day of 
flying insults that Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Spiro Agnew s round-the- 
world trip was "a fruitless 
mission’’ despite his entou¬ 
rage of 141 aides, bullet-proof 
Cadillacs and a $3,000 daily 
hotel bill.

Ford replied: "I’m not 
bothered by what a big-etty 
ward politician says about me 
personally I’m proud of tlie 
fact I played football in high 
school and college.”

EDMONTON (CP) — The Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta Thursday put its fate in the 
hands of voters for the ninth time in 36 years, call¬ 
ing an Alberta general election for Monday, Aug. 30. 


The opposition parties have 
never come close to defeating 
the Social Credit party since 
William Aberhart first led it 
to power in 1935. But this 
year the rules ol the election 
game have changed substan¬ 
tially. 

At stake wall be 75 seats, up 
10 from the 1967 election 
because of redistribution. In 
addition, it will be the first 
Alberta general election in 
which 18-year-olds can vote 
and the first in which more 
urban than rural seats — 38 
to 37 — will be at stake. 

At dissolution, the govern¬ 
ment had 54 seats and the 
Progwslve Conservatives 10 
after byelections and a 
change of party to the 
opposition by two members of 
the legisiatuie. There was one 
seat vacant. 

Official nomination day is 
Monday. Aug. 16. Socreds and 
Prog resolve Conservatives 
both plan to field full slates. 

The New Democratic Party 
has nominated 51 candidates 
and the Liberals nine.

Waspish Sound 

But a group of Central 
Saanich residents has peti¬ 
tioned the municipal council 
to stop the waspish buzz of 
model airplanes in flight over 
the Saanlchton polo field. The 
buzzing they claim, is noise 
pollution. 

Mayor Archibald Galbraith 
and his aldermen are going to 
see for themselves at 7 p.m. 
today if the noise should be 
considered a nuisance. They 
are going to visit the pint- 
sized flying field where the 
mtxlfel craft of the Victoria 
Radio Controlled Modellers 
Club will be flying. 

The petitioners from a 
subdivision near the flying 
field attended Monday night’s 
council meeting called on 
council to ban the model 
flying by imposing a nuisance 
bylaw. 

Tiny Engines 

Council refused to impose 
the bylaw until individual 
councillors had heard the 
noise of the tiny engines 
themselves. 

Club secretary Robert 
Durke told the Colonist 
Thursday that the 10-member 
club has members ranging in 
age from 12 to 50. 

“It’s an Indoor - outdoor 
hobby.” he sgid, explaining 
that members normally build 
their radio-controlled aircraft 
during the winter months and 
fly them during the summer. 

Fast-Croicing 

Durke said it takes about 
three months to learn how to 
fly the machines which cost 
an average of about $300 
each. 

He said the size of the 
planes varies from models 
with 12-inch wing spans to 
those with wings of 84 Inches. 

“It is a fast growing hobby 
and has special appeal to 
young boys ... we have quite 
a few father and son teams.” 
he said. 

“We need about 10 acres of 
clear ground for a flying 


field. More experienced flyera 
could get by with smaller 
fields, but for novices the full 
ani'iunt is needed.” 

Aid. Ted Clayards told the 


petitioners if the bylaw was 
enforced to the full extent 
lawn mowers, power saws, 
and all machinery would have 
to be stopped. 


Council Wants Only 
Very Best Plans 


Practice of developers sub¬ 
mitting the same or similar 
applications for rezoning of 
property several times a year 
came to an end Thursday in 
Victoria. 

Citizens objecting to pro¬ 
posed zoning changes will no 
longer have to prepure„brtefs, 
engage lawyers and appear 
before council two, three or 
four times a year over the 
same case. 

By a narrow margin, city 
council decided at its meeting 
Thursday that a developer, 
whose rezoning application 
has been turned down either 
in the initial stages or follow¬ 
ing a public hearing, must 
wait at least 12 months before 1 
submitting another applica¬ 


tion for rezomng of the same 
property. 

Aid. Ove Witt who made the 
motion, told council the re¬ 
striction would be beneficial 
to the city’s future develop¬ 
ment. 

Knowing they would have to 
wait for another year if they 
are turned down, developers 
would submit “onto the very 
best of plans” in the first 
application to council. 

Aid Harold Olafson, chair¬ 
man of die city’s community 
development committee, said 
council was treating the 
matter too lightly. 

"I hate to think thai any 
citizen couldn't apply for a 
rezoning because of legisla¬ 
tion like this,” he said.

"You have to apply to the 
LCB as to whose draft you 
want to use,” Burger said 

“They allow changes only 
two times a year — the 
beginning at the year and in 
the middle of the year. 

"Changes have to be made 
ahead of time and even then 
the LCB sometimes doesn't 
allow changes. We have been 
advised we can't change 
(brands of beer)," Burgee 
said. 

Asked If warehouses have 
ample supply of Molson beer 
to last the duration of the 
strikes, Burger said. “I don't 
think their union gave them a 
chance to stock up over 
there.” 

Bruce said the LCB will not 
allow any hotel operators to 
stockpile supplies of beer in 
anticipation of a dry period. 

The LCB has already issued 
a directive preventing the 
province’s other four brew¬ 
eries from filling the gap. 


However, spokesmen for 
the industry say they are all 
operating at full capacity 
and Victoria spokesmen said 
the summer months are peak 
production months. 

Tartan Breweries at Prince 
George and Interior Brew¬ 
eries at C r e s t o n are not 
affected by the strike. 


School Work 
Approved 

The treasury board has 
given the provincial education 
department approval In 
award contracts for four 
school projects in Greater 
Victoria. 

Tlie largest is a $150,221 
addition to Royal Oak ele¬ 
mentary school. Others are 
$7,004 worth of improvements 
to the electrical system of 
Glen Lake elementary school, 
$4,500 to add a classroom to 
Deep Cove elementary and 
$7,568 to upgrade the power 
supply at Royal Oak Elemen¬ 
tary and junior high school.
